Farming  for  the  Future  On-Farm  Demos  1990 

Serving  the  needs  of  Alberta's  agricultural  producers  through  technology  transfer 


Agricultural  production  in  Alberta 
is  a  complex,  demanding 
business.  Producers  must  make 
challenging  decisions  to  create 
economically  and  environmentally 
sustainable  farming  and  ranching 
operations  in  the  face  of  difficult  market 
conditions  and  adverse  weather.  One 
important  challenge  for  producers  is  to 
evaluate  various  technologies  and 
determine  if  and  how  they  might 
improve  their  operations.  That's  where 
the  Farming  for  the  Future  On-Farm 
Demonstration  Program  comes  in. 

Why  on-farm  demonstrations?  Because 
changing  an  agricultural  practice  is 
somewhat  like  buying  a  car.  When  you 
need  a  new  car,  you  might  talk  to  people 
who  own  the  models  you  are  interested 
in,  you  might  read  consumer  reports. 


and  you  would  calculate  if  a  car 
purchase  will  fit  into  your  budget.  But, 
whatever  else  you  do,  you  test  drive  the 
car  before  you  put  your  money  down. 
On-farm  demonstrations  are  like  test 
driving  agricultural  technology. 

Producers  who  conduct  on-farm 
demonstrations  can  see  how  growing  a 
new  crop  variety,  changing  the  feed  for 
their  cattle,  or  modifying  current  farm 
practices  can  work  under  the  day-to-day 
conditions  specific  to  their  own 
operations.  Just  as  important,  other  local 
producers  who  visit  the  demonstrations 
can  see  how  the  new  technology 
operates  under  conditions  much  like 
those  on  their  own  farms. 

Because  demonstrations  are  such  an 
effective  way  to  deliver  appropriate 
technology  to  producers.  Farming  for 


the  Future  established  the  On-Farm 
Demonstration  Program  in  l  c> S 2 . 
Research  supported  by  Fanning  for  the 
Future,  an  Alberta  Heritage  Savings 
Trust  Fund  program,  has  achieved  many 
advances  but  to  truly  help  the  industry, 
advances  have  to  be  put  into  practice. 

The  On-Farm  Demonstration  Program 
allows  producers  to  work  closely  with 
Alberta  Agriculture  staff,  and  sometimes 
with  research  scientists  from  other 
organizations,  to  design,  conduct  and 
evaluate  projects.  This  joint  effort 
generates  demonstrations  that 
effectively  answer  the  questions  which 
local  producers  have  about  new 
technology.  As  well.  Alberta  Agriculture 
personnel  learn  more  about  new 
developments  in  agriculture  and  have 
the  opportunity  to  determine  the

research  needs  of  producers. 

Individual  farmers,  producer  groups 
and  applied  research  associations  are 
eligible  to  apply  for  funding  under  the 
On-Farm  Demonstration  Program. 
Applicants  work  with  Alberta  Agri- 
culture staff  to  develop  proposals.  The 
proposals  are  assessed  by  one  of  six 
regionally  based  review  committees. 
These  committees  are  composed  of  local 
producers  and  Alberta  Agriculture 
personnel.  Each  proposal  is  considered 
on  the  basis  of  its  relevance  to  the 
region's  agricultural  sector,  the  exper- 
ience of  the  applicant(s),  and  the  size, 
cost  and  duration  of  the  proposed 
project.  The  On-Farm  Demonstration 
Program  accepts  proposals  for  demon- 
strations throughout  the  year. 

The  program  has  been  highly 
successful  in  transferring  new  tech- 
niques and  communicating  new 
information  to  producers.  From  April 
1982  to  December  1990,  it  awarded  over 
S3. 8  million  to  more  than  730  projects 
across  Alberta.  From  January  1990  to 
December  1990,  104  new  and  ongoing 
projects  were  granted  a  total  of 
$543,009.  (A  complete  list  of  the  1990 
On-Farm  Demonstration  projects 
appears  in  this  issue  of  Research 
Report. ) 

The  1990  On-Farm  Demonstration 
projects  include  a  wide  variety  of 
innovative  practices  which  will  help 
build  a  sustainable  agricultural  industry. 
For  example,  a  number  of  projects 
assessed  manure  and  fertilizer 
management  to  increase  crop  yields 
while  maintaining  a  healthy  soil.  Others 
looked  at  techniques  to  improve 
irrigation  scheduling  in  order  to  better 
manage  Alberta's  valuable  water 
resource.  Several  demonstrations 
investigated  ways  to  improve  livestock 
nutrition,  while  others  evaluated 
methods  to  improve  livestock  facilities. 
To  help  producers  diversify  their 
operations,  some  projects  assessed 
crops  like  safflower,  sunflowers,  beans 
and  spices,  while  other  projects  tested 
methods  to  improve  alternative  on-farm 
activities  such  as  overwintering  of  bees. 

Managing  a  successful  agricultural 
industry  is  indeed  a  challenge.  For  over 
eight  years,  the  On-Farm  Demonstration 
Program  has  helped  Alberta  producers  to 
evaluate  and  adopt  appropriate  agricultural 
technology.  And,  with  the  help  of  effective 
technology,  Alberta  producers  can 
continue  to  meet  this  challenge.
